Victory Gardener is Now 
in Enthusiastic Stage; 
Crops Produce

Victory Gardeners sire in the en­ 
thusiastic stage now. Their seeds 
are up and well on the way to being 
producing plants. 
T h ey’re getting 


results almost as 
good 
as 
their 


rosy pre-season’s dreams. 


They’ve paused the first hurdle of 


gardening— the question is what to 
do now 7 


Some of their early crops are just 


about finished and they're wonder 
ing wdiat to do with the space. 


Victory Gardens are not a Sum­ 
mer project 
aloin* 
they’re 
being 


planted to produce food for can­ 
ning and storing for W inter. That 
means we’ll need crops that mature 
in the Fall, and must plan to keep 
our Victory Gardens producing ev­ 
ery bit of the season in every bit 
of tin* space. 
As soon as one crop is over, re­ 
move it and prepare the ground for 
another. 
Practice succession crop 


pings. 
Most Victory Gardens are small, 


and to make them yield adequately 
some variety must 
grow in each 


bit of ground all season. 
When 


early peas have finished bearing, 
pull them up, cultivate the ground 
and replant with a crop for Fall. 
Turnips may 
be 
sown in the 


space or beets for fall use will he 
a good choice. However, don’t fol­ 
low one crop with another of the 
game type 
peas after peas, for in­ 
stance, 
Also, its a good idea in 


picking a follow-up crop to avoid 
planting t* crop sim ilar to tin* first 
one. 
--- . . . . — —->— - 
Also, in choosing the replanting 


crop, plan on one that will occupy 
tin* same amount of space as the 
one you’re replacing. 
One row of 


cahhage, for example, requires the 
same space as two rows of spinach. 


Lettuce, snap beans, and Swiss 
Chard are good crops to he used 
for Fall vegetables. 
They’re good 


to plant after root crops have been 
removed, as root (fops are apt to 
leave tin* soil with a deficiency of 
such elements as potash. 
Vegetables such as broccoli, cab 
huge, kohlrabi, Brussel sprouts or 
other related crops leave a residue 
in tin* Hoil which is toxic to any 
other member of their family. 
B ’s wise not to plant any of these 


crops in the same place more often 
than every fourth year 
You can do a variety of succes­ 
sion planting at the same planting 
time. Blunt a row of early m atur­ 
ing corn atid a row of late m atur­ 
ing corn at the same time 
You’ll have better luck with your 
second crop if 
you 
add a little 
fertilizer to tin* soil before each 
replanting. 
This 
is 
especially a 
good idea if your garden is new 
and you are a hit dubious alxmt the 
fertility of the soil holding up. 
Most any of 
the 
early Spring 
irops can be planted for Fall use. 
Blunt them as soon as the days and 
evenings begin to cool a little. 


This month you can sow I liege 
vegetables for late crops, bush lima 
beans, pole limas, cauliflower aced, 
muskmelon seed and okra. A great 
many crops for Fall and W inter use 
do not have to la* sown before Aug­ 
ust and some started plants for lat♦- 
crops don't have to l» planted be­ 
fore September 
This has been a difficult season 
for gardeners in many sections of 
the United States. The season has 
!>een very late and excessive rains 
have made replantings necessary. 
In most sections, however, it s not 
too late to set out started peppers, 
eggplants, tomatoes or cabbages 


If you’re just getting a chance to 


plant the major part of your gar­ 
den. pick out varieties that mature 
rapidly. 
They'll reach tin* usable 
stage earlier and before the season 
is too far advanced, 


There are a few* crops you (a n ’t 
sow now as the season is too far ad- 
vanced for them 
Baas would give 
a small yield and they d have a 
hard battle against tin* bugs. D t- 
tuce, too, doesn’t like the hot days 
of Summer 
Looseleaf lettu* e can 


Im* grown and the leaves used when 
they’re young and tender, but the 
hot day*- tend to make larger leaves 
bitter. 
Use your space wisely and u-** it 


all season

We 
need also a readiness to seize' the 
Vital missionary opportunity which 
a world of confusion presents to 
the < hureh.

were founded as a Church by m is­ 
sionaries but we in turn have not 
been overly zealous in seneling mis­ 
sionaries 
elsewhere,

the effort and the sae rifice neces­ 
sary for victory in the war and 
surely 
we should be ready and 
willing to pay the priie* that will 
bring about a new and better spir­ 
itual life in the world.

the Church we* can 
come and think and kneel down and 
look ut the altar abel pray anil he* 
conscious thiit 
there is one who 
does not forge! us. no matter how 
much we forget Him. Perhaps we 
have been too care le ss about our 
Church going and o u r Church giv­ 
ing, perhaps we have neglected lo 
maintain a C hristian atm osphere in 
our homes, but surely the oppor­

A> soon as your s c d s have made 
tin* 
lea\ cs Mile f i o m d pau l > >u 
must look them o \ e r and make 
sure thai each plant is growing 
freely, without crowding. 
Tile ex­ 
tent lo which crowding may exist 
depends en how thinly x**u sowed 
ti c seeds, 
if the t hints a r e too 
close together they must he thinned 
out and tins is one of the hardest 
jobs a beginner has to do. 
Even 
. xpcrienccd gardeners ti slike pull­ 
ing uj> and throwing away plants 
which they have grown. 
But it m u st be done. 
With the 
exception of 
carrots and beets, 
plants should be thinned to stand 
at least one inch apart regardless 
o f th,** distance they are to stand 
apart in the row when they mature. 
There are two reasons for this. 
First, some vegetables are most 
delicious when half-mature. 
By 
thinning only enough to insure that 
each plant elands well alone in the 
row, then allowing t.hem to grow 
awhile, many will soon reach a 
stage when they can be harvested 
for the table and provide some of 
the most delicious dishes of the 
J car. 
Second. It Is foolish to discard all 
excess plants picmaturely, when 
accidents, insects < r di c ise may 
destroy man y winch are Jeff. 
As 
the 
plants 
grow 
they 
m a y 
bt 
thinned gradually iv t.l they stand 
lit the optimum distance from one 
another and the chances of a full 
\ mid are much improved. 
Failure of an entire row h not 
Unknown, e \ c n to expert gardener*. 
Thor*’ may be can es such as freez­ 
ing, 
fungus, 
ii; cay 
or 
flooding, 
which will destroy nil seedlings 


same causes may result in bara 
spaces in the row. These can some­ 
times be filled in by transplanting 
seedlings thinned out elsewhere - 
but 
remember 
that 
tap-rooted 
plants such as beets, carrots, and 
parsnips can rarely be transplant­ 
ed while beans, peas and corn are 
very difficult to transplant. 
Carrots need not be thinned out 
until they are finger size, at which 
stage they will be more delicious 
than any time later. 
If you want 
a treat for winter, put some of 
these tiny carrots in a jar. 
But be 
careful to thin your carrots early 
so they will not crowd and inter­ 
twine. 
They will mature well close 
enough to touch in loose and fertile 
SOLL 
Beet* can be thinned the first 
time when their roots have begun 
to swell, and their tops have grown 
large enough to make a dish of beet 
greens. 
Cook tile tiny beets with 
their tops, for n dish rich in vita­ 
mins, and delicious in flavor.

thin out the row rapidly, because

beets 
soon 
begin

from overcrowding. 
Lettuce can be used in bowl sal­ 
ads when the leaves are two inches 
wide. 
Take out alternate plants 
until those remaining stand six 
inches apart and allow them to 
mature.
